THE “ CHUSAN,” 

The P. & O. Chuadn entored Hongkong 
Harbour at daylight on Saturdhy. She had 
the English mail on hoard, 48 hours overdue 
Sho loft Singapore on the afternoon of the 
20th inst., experiencing sunny weather till 
leaving the Paracols astern. A fresh breoze 
then sprung up from the 8. W.; tho sky assumed 
an ominous inky appoaranee, A little later—at 
noon on Tuesduy—the barometer indicated 
stormy weather; the wind increased, and 
fierce squalls, accompaniod by blinding rain, 
were froquont. Wednenday morning showed the 
ship, by dead reckoning, some 100 miles 8.W, 
of Gap Rock, A racing screw made it neconsary 
to reduce the number of revolutions, so very 
little headway was made, On Thursday after- 
noon the wind jumped to the 8.8.—continuing 
to blow sirongly as befora, Soundings were 
tuken with a Lord Kelrin machine at short 
intervals, The weather showed signs of im- 
provement about midnight, the typhoon's centre 
having passed tothe west. The wind, neverthe- 
less, continued strong daring thenext day. Deck 
fittings were damaged by the song sweeping thy 
decks; skylights were broken; steampipo 
casing was washed away ; a lifeboat was carried 
overboard out of its davits; and the saloon, 
main deck, and captain's cabin were washed out, 
The lowest reading of the’ glass was. 29.95

“Beri-beri is fay from rare in British ships, 
especially in those, carrying Iascar, Chineso,: 
and Japanese crews; the wardaof the hospitals 
of the Seamen’s Hospital Society in London 
are rarely-without several cases of the disanse, 
coming for the most part from British vessels. 
‘We are inclined to think thet wrong diagnosis 
is responsible in great measure for the apparent 
rarity of the disease in the ‘British Mercantile 
Marine. It constantly happens that seamen 
end ‘tokers suffering from beri-beri are gent 
into’London hospitals with such dingnoses 1s 
dropsy, munlaria, - paralysis, -- locomotor: ataxia, 
heart disease, and peripheral nearitie. It ie not 
every ship's captain, or even ship's surgeon, whe 
can recognised beri-beri.” a .

‘CHINESE LABOUR. 


The Daily Telegraph ynblished o Iettor on 
this subject, of which this was the text:—In 
connection withthe Radicil campaign against 
Chinosc Inbour in Sonth Africa, the following 
focta about: Chinosa coolics on the tobseco and 
coffes plantations ‘n Deli, Sumatra, may be of 
interest: But first I would point ont that the 
minimum wage in Sumatra is $7 (seven doliars) 
per month, equal to Is. (fofrteon shillings), 
and the coolie has to find himself ; whoreas in 
South Africs the minimum wags is 30s, (thirty 
shillings) per month, and oll fonnd ; so that the 
“wage” is really pocket-money’: 

Tho Deli Planters’ Association start? in 
19889 the direct emigmtion of ‘Chinese! 
coolies from China (mostly from “Swatow) tof 
Doli, Vhey chartered. steamers, of which there 
wore running sixteen or seventeen every 
year from shina direct 1o Doli. For this 
they haya orcsted an “ Immigration Bureau,” 
and. established on. agency in Swatow. 
The agents have lists of overysinglo ccoliegoing 
to Deli, his description, ant also the names of 
hig relutions, Ifa man has made some monoy 
jn Doli, and wants to go buck to China, le goca 
to the Immigration Buren, where he gets a 
cheqno on tho Swatow syonts for his money. 
Nothing is paid by him for this banking oy 2ra- 
tion, Itis gratis, and ho has not to cury his 
money in coin. Very oft he will take with 
him-small necounts, 1 dol.,) dols., 10 dols, from 
his friends, even from people he does not know, | 
who want fo send money to their relations who 
livé in the same village or neighbourhood, and 
for this he yczcives 10 per cont. In ,this way 
he may get big lump of money from the 
agents at Swatow, but it is paid out to soveral 
differant parsons, ‘That ach a money-carriex 
is running away with the money is a very, very 
great exception.
